HETHER or not the country is headed for the rocks on ac- 


count of prohibition depends wholly on the point of view. 


The browing interests are sure it is. Thousands who are ad- 
•Hrted to tho drink habit think so. Every man who, either thru 
appetite or profit, has suffered by tne ativeni of proiuoiliun * 
pronounced in the belief that the Eighteenth Amendment is a 


""^Vhere are other people who take a different view. The 
radical drys are as positive that this amendment is a good 
measure as tho ultra-wets are that it is a vicious one. 
while 


there are doubtless a great many of the latter, every election! 
bearing on the issue for years past shows that there are many 
more of the former and that the number is steadily growing. 
There are enough of them to elect bone dry legislatures in prac- 
tically every state in the Union—all but two to be exact— and ( 
congresses of the same degree of aridity. 


Taking the American people by groups it would seem that 


the drys have all the best of it. Ministers as a class are prac-' 
tically"a unit in favor of the Eighteenth Amendment and the, 
Volstead Act. That is to be expected. The medical fra- 
ternity largely shares the same opinion. The physician who to-, 
day would advocate the free use of intoxicants by all classes and 
who would set the example himself would soon lack practice. 
The wet people themselves would scarcely entrust their ailing i 
friends to his keeping. 
Quite as pronounced in favor of the dry regime as either 


of the above is the teaching profession. No one knows better 
than the teacher the difference between drunken and sober 
homes. No class did more in the long and weary fight that pre- 
ceded the national ban on intoxicants than the nameless and un- 
counted thousands of teachers in every state in the 
Union. 


Largely thru their efforts beginning forty years and more ago a j 
generation of Americans was reared that was fortified physical- 
ly and mentally to pronounce the nation's final verdict on the 
traffic in intoxicants. 


For ten years past the press, with a few glaring examples, 


has been lined up solidly in advocacy of the social and legal ban 
on alcoholic beverages. In the closing years of the fight we be- 
lieve we are justified without boasting in the assertion that it 
was the newspapers of the country that led in the spectacular 
fight which ended in the complete rout of the powerful brewing 
and distilling interests and this at a material pecuniary sacri- 
fice. 


And while influential voices in the ranks of organized labor 


spoke to the end in behalf of booze, equally compelling figures 
in the labor world were in the forefront of the fight and con- 
tributed a profound influence in the ultimate verdict. The great 
manufacturing enterprises were largely on the side of writing 
the temperance sentiment of the nation into statutory law, while 
agrciulture from the start was the backbone of the dry move-' 
ment. 


These are the classes with which the liquor forces will have 


to reckon in every attempt to erase the record that has been 
written. If they are able to disceui any change in attitude in 
any or all of these groups of citizens they are better psycholo- 


the brewers of America can see a single group of influential 
Americans instrumental in bringing about prohibition that is 
now in favor of reversing the verdict, they must be credited 
with extremely acute powers of intuition. 


To the newspaper fraternity there arc no such signs of re- 


versal. Those varied groups that finally made prohibition pos- 
sible are always slow to make up their minds, but in the past 
they have always been slower in reversing a judgment once 
pronounced. It was this fact that prompted us to make the as- 
sertion a few days ago that there is as much chance today to 
secure a reversal of opinion in America on the liquor traffic as 
there would be to reverse the decision of Appomattox on 
slaverv.
